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New Freeway 
Deemed 'Mos
By Senator Richard Klchards 
The new freeway system 

launched with the enactmen 
of legislation now approved bj 
the governor, is the most am 
bitious and far-reaching pro 
gram ever developed by £ 
state. 

It provides for the construe 
tion over the next 20 years o 
a vast 12,000 -mile statewide 
freeway network at an esti 
mated cost of $10.5 billion. 

« «   
THE FREEWAYS, which 

eventually will link all cities 
in the state with a population 
of $5.000 and over, will be 
built in cooperation with the 
federal highway construction 
program.

Prior to the drafting of the 
legislation, a joint committee 
of the Legislature, of which I 
am a member, held hearings 
throughout the state on local 
aspects of the program upon 
which I reported at the time. 

      
FINDINGS of this commit­ 

tee were coordinated with a 
two-year study by the State Di­ 
vision of Highways. Also as­ 
sisting in the study was a 14- 
member committee made up 
of city and county officials and 
representatives of the Automo­ 
tive Safety Foundation and the 
University of California.

The resulting legislation was 
endorsed by the League of 
California Cities, the Califor­ 
nia State Automobile Associa­ 
tion and the Automobile Asso­ 
ciation of Southern California. 

The program was also sin­ 
gled out for high praise by the 
Federal Bureau of Public 
Roads in Washington when the 
plans were submitted for co­ 
ordination with the federal 
system. 

ESTIMATES have been 
made that safety features in­ 
herent in the latest type of 
construction would reduce 
traffic accidents and fatalities 
by as much as two-thirds. 

It is also estimated that sav­ 
ings on driver costs on a point- 
to-point basis would amount to 
as much as $26 billion over a 
20-year period, or approxi­ 
mately two and a half times 
the capital investment in­ 
volved.

IN BROAD terms, what the 

measure does is to establish 
the California freeway and ex­ 
pressway system and add to 
the state highway system those 
portions which . are already 
designated as state highway 
routes. 

Under provisions of the bill, 
the Department of Public 
Works is required to report 
back to the Legislature no 
later than the 1963 session, 
and every four years there-
